The Office Action of July 05, 2005, has been carefully considered. It is respectfully 
submitted that the issues raised are traversed, being hereinafter addressed with reference to 
the relevant headings appearing in the Detailed Action section of the Office Action. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §103 
At page 2 of the Office Action, the Examiner rejects claims 1, 2, 4, 6, 7, and 1 1 as being 
unpatentable over Shigenaga (US Patent No. 4,710,613) in view of Lee (US Patent No. 
5,923,759. 

Reconsideration and withdrawal of this rejection is respectfully requested in light of the 
following comments. 

The Applicant respectfully submits that a skilled person in the art would not be motivated to 
combine Shigenaga with Lee as the cited documents teach very opposing authentication 
systems. Additionally, as required under MPEP at 2143, "...there must be some suggestion 
or motivation, either in the references themselves or in the knowledge generally available to 
one of ordinary skill in the art, to modify the reference or to combine reference teachings. " 

Shigenaga discloses: 

• Card terminal generating a random number and encrypts twice; 

• Card terminal sending encrypted data to card IC; 

• Card IC decrypting the encrypted data and determines the random number; 

• Card IC sending determined random number back to card terminal; and, 

• Card terminal comparing both the time of processing, and the original and 
received random numbers to determine authenticity. 
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
